Other French- 
speaking people fo'lowed, and there 
sprung up what was known as the 
French settlement, Other settlers 
soon began to arrive, the first being 
Mr, Edward Dennis and three sons. 
Migrated From Minnesota, 
Then Geo, L. Cole migrated from 
Minnesota, where he had made a, suc- 
cess of farming. Others began to en- 
ter the country, and soon the district 
began to become settled more and 
more. In those days scrip could be 
acquired cheaply, and after a few 
years the homesteaders began putting 
serip on adjoining quarters Others 
began scriping land, also, and quite 
a considerable acreage was acquired 
This latter class bought the scrip and 
put it On Vermillion quarter sections 
for investment purposes, speculation 
as it is more commonly called, So 
year by year the government-owned 
l nds were filed upon or sequired in 
other ways. Then the land-seekine 
public began purchasing the C.P.R. 
lands, and soon that was all gone tir
